MY TRIP TO 
ENGLAND & WALES 


By Mr. Pryce Jones, taken from 
His Diary 


(Continued from last week) 


On August 3rd, I arrived in 
Letchworth, some thirty miles 
northwest of London, where a 
nephew took me in hand. Letch- 
worth is the first garden city that 
was built in Great Britain. That 
is, a city planned so that there 
is a plot. of land around each 
home so that residents may grow 
their own garden stuffs. The 
streets are wide and houses are 
built more or less like those in 
this country. All factories and 
houses will in some way have

with. All buildings are under the 
control of the City Engineering 
ae and no one jis allowed to 
Duy nd and build on it in such}; 


A lot of credit is due to Sir Ray- 
mond Unwin who was the ar- 
chitect responsible for the plans 
for the garden city; but the real 
credit: goes to Mr. E.. Howard 


The Reeve advised that a:com-: ‘and Mrs. H. Barnett who, with 


a number of friends, thought the 
builéting of such a city a worth- 
while project. There are no pubs 
there, nor is there any intoxicat- 
ing liquor sold. 

The next day we spent «most 
of our’ time viewing the new 
town of Stevenage. This is a 
town being built for a number 
of factories which will be manu- 
facturing nearly every type of 
machinery known to man, When 
completed in two years, it is 
estimated that the town will 
employ from 40,000 to 60,000 
people. Stevenage is being built 
in three parts—industrial, hous- 


ing and recreational The indust- 


rial.area is separated from the 
rest by a large tract of land. The 
housng area is being built from 


the most modern plans. The re- |. 


creational .area will include 
churches, schools, . playgrounds 
and parks. This town, about 35 
miles northwest of London, is 
expected to relieve some of the 
congestion of the capital city. 
Stevenage is to have its own 
shopping centre {it now has 168 
stores and is only half complet- 
ed) and its. own hospitals. 
Tuesday, August 5, we visited 


the town of Louton, the home of 


motor car. The 
plant is owned ‘by General Mo- 


tors of Detroit. There are about 
15,C00 to 17,000 employed in the 
plant and the plant is at present 


being enlarged The famous SKF 
bearings are also made here. The
